LATE  CABLES... 


India  final  estimate  of  1937  wheat  production  placed  at 
366,165,000  bushels  harvested  from  33.222,000  acres  against  re- 
vised estimate  for  1936  of  351,680,000  bushels  from  33.639,000 
acres.     (Director  of  Statistics,  Calcutta.) 

Canadian  harvesting  under  way  all  parts  of  country.  Hot 
dry  weather  forcing  crops  to  maturity  in  Maritime  Provinces 
which  may  reduce  yields.  Fall-wheat  production  in  Ontario  be- 
low expectations  as  result  of  rust  which  has  damaged  late 
fields  of  spring  grains  also.  Harvesting  somewhat  delayed  in 
Manitoba  by  showers  but  work  well  advanced.  Some  yields  of 
wheat  good  but  quality  lowered  by  rust.  Yields  low  in  Sas- 
katchewan where  prospects  warrant  expense  of  harvest  opera- 
tions and  feed  supplies  short  in  drought  areas.  Prospects  in 
Alberta  variable;  wheat  crop  will  range  from  fair  to  poor. 
Frost  damage  serious  in  Peace  River  District.  As  harvesting 
progresses,  grain  crops  promising  in  British  Columbia.  (Domin- 
ion Bureau  of  Statistics,  Ottawa.)

Canadian  /rrain  cro-ps  continue  decline. 

The  condition  of  the  1937  Canadian  grain  crops  on  July  31,  as 
expressed  in  percentages  of  the  long-time  average  yield  per  acre,  was 
reported  "by  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  as  follows:  Spring 
v^eat  35,  oats  60,  oarley  63,  spring  rye  40,  flaxseed  28.  Comparative 
figures  for  1935  and  1935  are  given  in  the  order  mentioned:  Spring 
wheat  45,  81;  oats  57,  90;  harley  56,  93;   spring  rye  49,  .:89;  flaxseed 
45„  88,    Yhile  the  condition  of  oats  and  "barley  is  somewhat  better 
than  on  July  31,  1936,  the  condition  of  all  grains  is  much  helow  that 
of  1935. 

Estimates  released  for  1937  crops  were  as  follows,  with  1936 
comparisons  in  parentheses:  V7inter  vihe&t  643,000  acres  (509,300),  17,248,000 
hushels  (12, 478", 000);  winter  rye  682,600  acres  (457,300),  4,276,000 
"bushels  (3,042,000).     The  average  yield  per  acre  of  vanter  wheat  is  2,2 
hushels  ahove  that  of  1936,  "but  winter  rye  shows  a  decline  of  0.4  b-oshels. 

Grain  acreages  in  the  Prairie  Provinces  were  reported  as  follows, 
1936  comparisons  shown  in  parentheses:     TOieat  24,599,000  acres  (24  ,  522,000), 
rye  808,200  (571,500),  oats  8,  ,176,000  «( 8, 505  ,000) ,  harley  3,552,300 
(3,719,000),  flaxseed  233,300  acres  (4'5^,300). 

Fi,xed  prices  announced  for  Czechoslovak  "bread  grains 

Following  a  Czechoslovak  cabinet  meeting  of  July  26,  1937,  prices 
were  announced  for  the  1937  wheat  and  rye  crops,  it  was  reported  by  the 
United  States  Consul  at  Prague,    The  price  of  rye  payable  to  farmers  was 
fixed  at  135  crowns  per  quintal  (119.52  cents  per  bushel  at  the  average 
exchange  rate  for  July)  as  against  117  crowns  (103.59  cents)  for  the 
1936  crop.     The  selling  price  of  the  Grain  Monopoly _ remains  unchanged 
at  136  crowns  (120.41  cents  per  bushel).    Apparently  there  will  be  no 
increase  this  season  in  prices  of  rye  bread  and  rye  flour. 

Producers  will  be  paid  160  crowns  per  quintal  (151,77  cents  per 
bushel)  for  1937  wheat.     The  basic  price  is  164  crowns  (155,57  cents), 
but  4  crowns  (3.79  cents)  v;ill  be  deducted  to  cover  the  loss  to  the 
Monopoly  resulting  from  the  narrow  margin  between  the  buying  and  selling 
prices  of  rye*    Producers  received  146  crowns  (138.49  cents)  last  sea- 
son, from  which  18  crowns  (17.07  cents)  were  deducted  by  the  Monopoly. 
The  selling  price  of  the  Grain  Monopoly  for  this  year's  wheat  is  182.50 
crowns  per  quintal  (173.12  cents  per  bushel)  as  compared  with  176  (165.95 
cents)  in  1936.     In  order  to  maintain  acreage  restrictions,   the  Monopoly 
has  been  instructed  to  deduct  20  percent  from  the  prrce  paid  to  the 
producer  if  his  grain  acreage  exceeds  the  limit  fixed  for  him.     It  is 
reported  also  that  a  reserve  of  about  220,000  short  tons  of  wheat  and 
rye  has  been  estahlished  by  *the  ijGQvern^mentfl,  :^r  .  emergency  purposes. 
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D£LQ."L^Jlfi  ■Afivelopi^^'^       Europear.  pork  supplies 

A  some^^hat  s.T.aller  nuater  of  hoes  vjcre  marketed  end  slaughtered 
in  Europe  during;  Jujie,  aecording  to  H.  E.  liecd,  Livestock  Specialist  with 
the  Burccu  of  Agricultural  Sconoraics  at  Berlin.    Availa-tle  census  data 
indicate  that  slau^^hter  in  the  last  half  of  1937  ^ill  he  smaller  than  in 
the  first  half  of  this  year  and  the  second  half  of  1936.    Figures  for 
'brood  sows  point  to  further  slaughter  declines  in  northern  European 
coimtries  during  the  first  half  of  1S38.     The  increased  European  hog 
production  of  1936  carried  mrketings  and  slaughter  in  the  first  half  of 
1937  to  levels  well  above  those  of  a  year  earlier.    Soe  tahles  pages  109 
and  110. 

So  far  this  year,  European  hog  prices  have  heen  higher  then  in 
1936,  except  in  those  deficit  cca-ntries  where  production  has  increased 
somewhat.    Higher  feed  costs  in  many  countries  have  resulted  in  unfa- 
vorahle  hogrfeed  price  relationships,  hut  a  niimoer  of  factors  siiggest 
the  likelihood  of  fu.rther  advances  in  hog  prices.     The  Central  European 
movement  of  hog  a,nd  pork  supplies  from  surplus  to  deficit  countries  in 
the  first  half  of  this  year  was  at  a  lower  level  than  that  of  a  year  ago. 
Increased  domestic  hog  marketings  in  the  importing  countries,  and  the 
inability  of  some  exporting  countries  to  accept  payment  in  goods  offered 
under  clearing  agreements  were  the  outstanding  reasons  for  the  smaller 
trade.    Larger  exports  to  Italy,  the  United  Kingdom,  and  the  United 
States  were  noted.,  however,  and  important  sales  to  Spain  also  have  heen 
reported. 

In  the  United  Kingdom,  -the  leading  foreign  market  for  American 
pork  products,  no  substitute  for  the  former  Fig  Scheme  has  been  an- 
nounced.   No  change  in  the  present  plan  of  import  control,  however,  is 
expected  before  1938.     Cured  pork  imports  in  the  January-June  1937  pe- 
riod were  larger  than  in  1935,  with  Empire  supplies,  largely  Canadian, 
compensating  for  smaller  shipments  from  quota  countries^  cJhiefly  the 
United  States  -and  the  Soviet  Union.    Owing  to  the  reduced  American  supplies, 
Canada  is  now  the  chiuf  supplier  of  hams  to  the  British  market.  In 
lard,  however,  the  United  States  retains  first  place  in  a  much  reduced 
total  trade. 

In  Poland,  the  chief  so'urce  of  cured  pork  imported  into  the 
United  States,  an  acute  shortage  of  feed  supplies  has  developed  in 
recent  months.     Since  April,  the  increased  demand  for  feed  potatoes, 
declining  supplies,  and  unfavorable  prospects  for  the  1937  crop  rosiilted 
in  the  most  unfavorable  hog-potato  price  relationship  since  the  middle 
of  1935,     The  June  30,  1937,  hog  census  figures  are  expected  to* be 
smaller  th.an  the  1936  comparable  figures.     Slaio^hter  in  the  first  4 
months  of  1937  was  la,rger  than  for  any  earlier  comiparable  period,  and 
an  increasing  prorjortion  of  the  marketings  ia  represented-  by  unfinished 
hogs.    Processors  are  compla.ining  about  the  scarcity  of  suitable  "ham" 
hogs.    ITo  material  decrease  in  polish  exports  of  hogs  and  pork,  however,

is  anticipated  by  Mr.  Reed.     Goverrjnent  policy,  low  domestic  "buying 
power,  and  the  country's  need  for  foi^eign  e:=:change  are  factors  tending 
to  maintain  the  volume  of  exports  as  long  as  favorable  markets  are 
available. 

Hog  production  in  Denmark,  the  leading  source  of  British  cured 
pork  imports,  appears  to  have  been  more  stable  in  the  Pebruary-J\ine 
1937  period  than  in  any  corresponding  period  since  the  control  system 
was  adopted.     The  numbers  of  bred  sows  in  1937  have  varied  between 
relatively  na.rrow  limits  and  at  the  lowest  levels  noted  since  1934. 
Despite  the  increased  slaughter  in  the  first  half  of  1937,  Danish  ex- 
ports have  not  shorra  a  comparable  advance  over  the  corresponding  1936 
figures,  principally  because  of  higher  domestic  cons^junpt ion.  In  the 
Netherlands  alao,  the  1937  slatighter  has  been  heavier  than  a  year  ago, 
and  exports  have  ir.creased.  Hog  production,  however,  has  not  been 
keeping  abreast  of  marketings. 

New  Zealand  sells  less  wool  at  higher  prices 

Wool  sales  in  New  Zealand  for  the  1936-37  season  totaled  687,000 
bales  of  341  pounds  against  a  1935-36  total  of  757,000  bales  weighing 
350  pounds  each,  according  to  trade  information  received  from  the  London 
office  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.     The  gross  value  of 
the  1936-37  sales,  however,  reached  £15,344,000  ($60,364,000)  against 
£10,085,000  ($39,716,000)  realized  for  the  1935-36  season.     The  average 
value  per  pound  for  wool  for  the  season  just  closed  was  15.71d  (25.9 
cents)  against  9.13d  (15.1  cents)  in  the  preceding  season.     The  carry- 
over of  grease  wool  at  the  end  of  the  1936-37  season  was  about  15,000 
bales,  practically  all  of  which  was  disposed  of  before  the  end  of  July. 


TOTITED  STATES  AORIGULl'UEAL  EJIPORTS  DURING  JIB"E 

Expressed  as  an  index  namber,  United  Sta.tes  exports  of  farm 
products  for  the  month  of  June  stood  at  46  as  compared  \7ith  100  for  the 
pre-war  (1909-10  to  1913-14)  avern,ge.     This  was  a  low  record  for  June. 
Cotton,  fruits,   cured  pork,  and  lard  exports  were  at  unusually  low 
levels,  although  their  effect  wa.s  partly  offset  by  tobacco  and  wheat 
movements. 

The  index  for  cotton  ws-s  59,  the  lowest  June  index  since  1930. 
After  making  a  fairly  good  showing  in  May,  v/hen  the  index  was  104,  the 
June  index  for  unmanxifo.ctured  tobacco  fell  to  82.  This  compared  fa- 
vorably with  the  June  indexes  of  1935  and  1936,  however,  when  they 
amounted  to  42  and  70,  respectively. 

With  the  exception  of  August  1936  and  February  1937,  the  index  for 
fruits  has  been  consistently  lower  this  season  than  last.     The  June  index, 
which  stood  at  229,  was  under  the  June  indexes  of  the  6  preceding  years. 
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tmiTED  STATES  AGKIGULTURAi  EiKDElS  DURING  J'JEE,  CONT'D 

Favored  hy  low  stocks  in  Suxope  and  e  short  Canadian  crop,  the 
index  for  wheat  and  f^.our,  Fhich  has  h^en  registeJring  ,at  20  or  less  most 
of  the  time  for  the  past  3  years,  adva.tsc9d  in  J-one  to  29.  percent  of  the 
pre-war  level.     'This  exceeded  the  June  index  of  the  4  preceding  .years 
and  was  the  highest  monthly  index  since  Augu.st  1934. 

Cured  me?.ts,  with  an  index  of  11,  were  exported  in  smaller 
quantity  than  during  April  and  May  of  this  year.    The  index  for  la.rd 
fell  from  34  in  May  to  22  in  June,  which  was  also  under  the  June  index 
a  year  earlier.

Accnmi;i"]atinns  -  Year  onrled  June  .'^0,  1937 


The  1936-37  fiscal  year  closed  with  exports  running  behind 
those  of  a  year  earlier.     Total  exports  of  farm  products  durii:kg  the 
year  were  valued  at  $732,839,000:    This  compared  with  $766,548,000 
in  the  year  1935-36  and  represented  a  decrease  of  4  percent  in  value. 
The  volume  index  was  55  as  against  60  last' season,  a  decline  of  8  per^ 
cent . 


Exports  of  cotton,  which  amo\inted  to  5,722,000  bales  valued  at 
$374,469,000,  declined  11  percent  in  volume.    Higher  prices,  hov/ever, 
reduced  the  decrease  in  value  to  4  percent.     The  average  export  value, 
which  stood  at  12.3  cents  per  pound  in  1935-36,  rose  to  13.1  cents  per 
pound  in  1936-37.

UHITED  STATES  AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS  DURING  JUME,  'COKT'D  \ 

Japan  was  the  leading  market  for  United  States  cotton,  a  position 
which  prior  to  1930-31  was  usually  held  by  the  British.     Exports  to 
Japan  amounted  to  1,600,000  bales,  a  slight  improvement  over  1935-36 
but  otherwise  the  smallest  purchase  since  1930-31.     In  1936-37,.  1,226,000 
bales  were  sent  to  British  markets  as  against  1,431,000  bales  a  year 
earlier.    Except  for  minor  fluctuations,  the  trend  in  the  trade  with 
the  United  Kingdom  has  been  downward.    Exports  to  nearly  all  other 
European  countries  were  under  those  of  last  season,  tho  only  exceptions 
being  the  Netherlands  and  Sweden.     Exports  to  the  Netherlands,  at 
95,000  bales,  exceeded  those  of  the  2  preceding  years.     Sweden-also  took. 
95,000  bales,  an  all-time  peak.    Canadia.n  purchases  surpassed  those  of 
any  other  like  period,   standing  at  309,000  bales. 

The  volume  and  value  of  leaf  tobacco  exports  were  substantially 
smaller  than  those  of  last  season,  the  total  amounting  to  395,047,000 
pounds  and  $129,096,000,  respectively.     In  1935-36,  foreign  markets  ab- 
sorbed 417,539,000  pounds  valued  at  $140,567,000.     Exports  of  flue-cured 
tobacco,  which  makes  up  more  than  three-fourths  of  the  total,  fell  off, 
while  those  of  Burley,  Dark  Virginia,  Green  River,  and  Perique ■ rose 
above  the  previous  year's  level. 

Eruits  made  a  poor  showing.     Short  crops  in  this  country,  mor© 
especially  those  along  the  eastern  seaboard,  reduced  United  States  ex- 
ports of  fresh  apples  to  the  lowest  figure  since  1922-23,  or  2,251,000 
barrels.    Exports  of  nearly  all  other  fruits  fell  below  those  of  last 
season.     Eresh  pears  were  an  exception  to  the  dowmvard  trend,  total  ex- 
ports amounting  to  131,290,000  pounds,  the  second  highest  figure  on 
record.     The  United  States  also  exported  more  raisins  a.nd  dried  apricots 
this  season  than  last. 

Exports  of  wheat  and  flour,  which  for  several  years  were  at  a 
comparative  standstill,  have  been  gradually  increasing  and  in  1936-37 
totaled  21,584,000  bushels  valued  at  $24,406,000,  a  gain  over  the  2 
preceding  years.     The  average  export  value,  which  amounted  to  $1.00  per 
bushel  in  1935-36  rose  to  $1,08  per  bushel  in  the  year  Just  ended.  More 
than  one-half  of  these  exports  went  out  in  the  form  of  flour  milled  from 
imported  wheat. 

In  1936-37,  the  United  States  exported  1,923,000  pounds  of  pecans, 
or  more  than  twice  the  volume  sent  to  foreign  markets  in  1935-36.     E3c-  . 
ports  of  walnuts,  which  amounted  to  12,319,000  po\inds,  also  v^ere  a  little 
above  those  of  a  year  earlier. 

Exports  of  meats  aboiit  equaled  those  of  last  season  in  both  volLiffie 
and  value.    A  gain  in  the  exports  of  pickled  be&f  and  pork  was  offset  by 
a  decrease  in  the  exports  of  hams  and  shoulders.    Exports  of  lard,  which 
stood  at  101,465,000  pounds,  showed  some  improvement  over  the  low. level 
reached  a.  year  earlier.
